Ono or the Most Popular Native Instito- 
toiaof Shanghai. 

Ill one of the most crowded thorough- 
fares of llio Chinese quarter of 
Shanghai there l.ar stood for forty 
years a free native hospital, mainly 
supiwrrted by (lie E iropean communi- 
ty. Very strange its wards look at 
first to E iglish visitors. Tlie patients 
bring their own bedding, consisting of 
a bamboo mat and a wadded quilt 
Those who can move about aro the 
only regular attendants of those who j 
can not. The ln>tts*; surgeon and dis- 
penser is a Christian Chinaman, for 
tliiriy years connected with the hos- 
pital, and one of tlie first converts of a 
mission school. Yearly about eight 
hundred patients pass through the 
wards, and tho proportion of deaths 
is small.

It will be rein *ml>ereil by many peo- 
ple of the State that about three years 
ago a negro was hanged at Lonoke, 
this State. Afterwards it was pub- 
lished that the negro had oatne to life, 
which announcement created consid- 
erable excitement among the people in 
the vicinity of the place where the 
hanging occurred. A few days ago 
this same negro showed up in Worces- 
ter. Mass., with a crooked neck, as 
will be seen by the following account, 
which is taken from the Worcester 
(M»-\ ) Teleqram. It says: 

Yesterday afternoon a colored man 
was taken ill on the Commons, and 
would have fallen but for the timely 
assistance of two bystanders. The 
man had been wandering about the 
Commons since morning, and had 
been noticed on account of the pecu- 
liarway in which he carried his head. 
It hung toward his right shoulder, and 
be seemed to take no pains to pull 
it into the position iu which people 
commonly carry their heads. H e 
va- respectably dress in clothes that 
had evidently not been made for him. 
and his boots looked as if he had 
walked a considerable distance 
When he had been assisted to a seat 
be fain tel. and when he regained con- 
sciousness he clutched at his throat, 
tore away his collar and said appeal- 
ingly: “No, no!

Yesterday afternoon a colored mau 
w is Liken ill on the C ominous, and 
would have fallen but for the timely 
assistance of two bystanders. The 
man had been wandering about tbe 
Cimmons since morning, and had 
been noticed on account of the pecu- 
liar way in which he carried his head. 
It hung toward his right shoulder, and 
be seemed to take no pains to poll 
it into the position in which people 
commonly carry their heads. H e 
wa- respectably dress in clothes that 
h id evidently not been made for him. 
and his boots looked as if he had 
walked a considerable distance 
When he had been assisted to a seat 
he fainted, and when he regained con- 
sciousness he clutched at his throat.

It was only after repeated urging, 
sweetened with promises of help to 
leave the city in comfort, that he told 
tbe story in the dialect of a Southern 
field hand, somewhat tempered by 
residence in the North.

lie Was Hanged la Arkansas. But After* 
wards Turned Ip Alive In Msesrhu- 
setts— Bis Osm Story of O’ 
Experiences. 



It will l*e remembered by many peo- 
ple of the State that about three years | 
ago a negro was hanged at Lonoke, . 
this State. Afterwards it was pub- 
lished that the negro had came to life, 
which announcement created consid- 
erable excitement among the people in j 
the vicinity of the place where the 
hanging occurred. A few days ago 
this same negro showed up in Worces- 
ter. Mass., with a crooked neck, as 
will be seen by the following account, 
which is taken from the Worcester 
(Mass.) Telegram. It says: 

Yesterday afternoon a colored man 
was taken ill on the Commons, and 
would have fallen hut for the timely 
assistance of two bystanders. The 
man had been wandering about the 
Commons since morning, and had 
been noticed on account of the pecu- 
liar way in which he carried his head. 

It hung toward his right shoulder, and 
he seemed to take no pains to pull 
it into the position in which people 
commonly carry their heads. H e 
was respectably dress in clothes that 
had evidently not been made for him. 
and his boots looked as if he had 
walked a considerable distance 
When he had been assisted to a seat 
he fainted, and when he regained con- 
sciousness he clutched at his throat, 
tore away his collar and said appeal- 
ingly: “No, no! My God! Not 

again!” His embarrassment when he 
looked about him was marked. One 
of the gentlemen who had assisted 
him to a seat left when the colored 
man had recovered, but the other re- 
mained and questioned him as soon as 
he had recovered hi» composure. 

He did not belong in Worcester, he 
said, and he had never been here be- 
fore. He had walked in fro n New 
Haven, begging shelter and food as 
be went, and had only got to this 
city in the early morning. He had 
no friends and he said he was not 
able to work. The man seemed flur- 1 
ried by his faintness and weak, and > 
the humane person who had remained 
by his side took him to a testaurant 
and saw him properly fed. It was in 
a burst of gratitude and confidence at 
being so well treated that the colored 
man told a talc so ntterlr marvelous 
as to be uttcrably unworthy of 
credence were it not corroborated by 
known facts. 

It was sitting in the Common after 
be had dined that lie said: “I have 

bad trouble with my neck and been 
subject to fainting spells ever since I 
was hanged in Arkansas." 

The expression was startling enough 
to make any one think tiie man was 
ct&zy. but as he was circumstantial as 
to details of time and place, and it 
is a well-known fact that a negro was 
legally hanged three years ago in Ar- 
kansas for assault on a white woman 
and afterwards recovered conscious- 
ness. 

The case attracted much attention at 
the time. As published then, the negro 
was suspended for twenty minutes af- 
ter the old fashioned platform gallows 
fell, and the body was given by the 
sheriff to the father of the young 
man. who, with some friends, was 
waitiug near by with a wagon. It was 
the intention to take him to the settle- 
ment where he formerly lived, and 
bury him tiiere. Tiiis settlement was 
fourteen miles from the county seat, 
and was a lonely piece of country. 
When the wagon was nearly at home 
the father of the supposed corpse and 
his friends were sinrtled by groans 
coming from under the tarpaulin 
thrown over the supposed dead man 
and his struggles to get from under iL 
As soon as they had recovered from 
their fright they went back to the 
wagon, from which they had fled, and 
helped the legally dead man up, gave 
him a drink from the omuipresent jug 
of whisky and took him home. In- 
stead of leaving the settlement at 
once, the hanged man stayed around 
bis old home, and the superstitious 
colored )>eople demanded his rearrest 
and the completion of the hanging. 
The case was taken to the Governor, 
and, pending discussion as- to the 
right of the authorities to take cogni- 
sance of the existence of a convict 
who had been pronounced legally 
dead, the man fled and has been a 
w andercY ever since. 

The story- of the negro coincided 
with the case as recalled, and there 
was no room to doubt that he was 
really the Arkansas culprit. 

It was only after repeated urging, 
sweetened with promises of help to 
leave the city in comfort, that he told 
tbe story in the dialect of a Southern 
field hand, somewhat tempered by 
residence in the North. Divested of 
its quaint dialect his tale h weirdly 
and. perhaps, morbidly interesting. 

“I was locked up.” he said, ••more 
than six months, but I never thought 
1 was going to be hanged until the 
night before. Then I knew the gal- 
lows was up and 1 got scared. 
They prayed with me all the 
time and tried to keep me from 
thinking of it, but 1 didn't bear what 
they prayed about I was too excited. 
I didn’t go to sloop all the night be- 
fore, and when they came to fetch me 
1 was so weak I couldn't stand up. 
The slieriff gave me a drink of whisky 
and then tied nty elbows behind my 
back and took me along. I knew there 
were crowds around when I went to 
the gallows, but I didn't eoem to see 
them. I heard somebody singing and 
I joined in. Then they pushed me up 
on the gallows and I saw the rope and 
got scared again, and tried to hang 
back, hut they pushed me along aod 
made me stand up straight. 1 recol- 
lect 1 heir putting the noose on my week 
and drawing it up tight, but I wm 
thinking of whether they were going 
to hang me, and alt at once 1 dropped. 
1 had shut my eyes when they pulled a 
piece of cloth over my face, but 1 
opened them then and tried to get my 
hand up to tear the cloth off so I could 
etc. but all at once I thought some one 
hit me a terrible blow on the head and 
I lust my senses. When I woke up I 
thought some one was choking 
and tried to get loose. 

1 wouldn't. Then it 



if my bead was bunting, and 1 saw 
awful lights before my eye* aod my 
feet and hands seemed Jo be so heavy 
I couldn't stir them. Then great rings 
of all sorts of bright colors began at 
my eyes and went further and further 
off growing bigger and fainter until 
I lost them. My head fc)t prickly all 
over, and so did my hands and feet, 
and I couldn't breathe, and then I 
fainted. Once I knew I was being 
hanged, but it was only for a second. 

“When I awoke in the wagon I was 
worse scared than before, and when I 
got out from under the tarpahlin I 
thought I had been dreaming. Then 
when my neck got to hurting me so I 
knew what was the matter. For weeks 
afterward I could hardly swallow, and 
I could u^t turn my head, and I can't 
now Tery much. The cords are all 
stiff on oue side and drawn down.” 

The man told his story in almost 
common -pi ace fashion, but when he 
spoke of his life sinoe it affected him?' 

“I can never go home again," hj 
said, “and I can never see or hear of 
my friends again. They were going to 
catch me and do Hover again, so Iran 
away. I’ve been knocking around ever 
since, principally in Canada, New 
Jersey, New York and Pennsylvania, 
but now I thought I'd come up here 
where I might get some light work to 
do.” 

The man didn't seem to be the brute 
he must have been, and, in fact, he 
had the appearance of ordinary intel- 
ligence at least According to his own 
story he had done little work in his 
wanderings, and has begged both food 
and clothing. 

••Sometime*,’’ he said, “I have 
wished that I had never come to life 
again. That’s been wiien I’ve been 
nearly frozen and starved. I never go 
near colored people, for it was my own 
color that tried to hare me hanged 
over, and I hate a black face. ” Asked 
it he wasn't afraid of being arrested 
for the old crime, he said: “No, boss; 

I don't think they’ll ever look for me 
as long as I stay away from tltere, and 
ril never go hack to Arkansas’' — 
Hot Spring* New*.

THE CRITIC'S LIFE. 



While It May Be Very Useful. It la Cer- 
Lain I y Not a l*l«a»ant On*. 

There are some |>eople in whom the 
critical faculty is more highly develop- 
ed than almost any other. They are 
always on the alert to see the detects 
and weaknesses in any thing before the 
beauties, and the}* make haste to point 
(hem out. They arc nothing if not 
critical; they arc afraid to praise lest 
they should seem to be too easily 
pleased, and no: cultured enough to 
perreive shortcomings. They do not 
confine themselves to the criticism of 
public measures, of literature and art; 
their neatest and most effective work 
is inspired by the manners and ap- 
pearances of those whom they meet, 
theirpersonai friends, their neighbors, 
their goes s. It is. perhaps true that 
but fur criticism we might not pro- 
gress we might become satisfied with 
our status atul make no further 
effort to improve. The critic 
gives us the spur, obliges 
us to ask ourselves if what he says o 
us may not he more or less true; for 
when we mention the critic do wc 
mean any other than he who selects 
our faults as his subject? Do we ever 
speak of those who regard us favor- 
ably by the same name? And per- 
haps the critic was sent into the 
world for this very purpose, to save us 
from being too well satisfied with 
mediocrity, from self-conceit; and 
having a mission to perform, should 
not be unkiudly received; perhaps we 
should even accept his criticisms, as 
we take bitters for our stomachs’ sake, 
or blister for inflammation, glad of 
the remedy, though it is heroic treat- 
ment. Of <ou s 3 nobody loves him; 
but then no one loves rtistor oil or 
senna, yet nobody can doubt that each 
has its work to do, or believe that the 
castor oil plant or the senna was cre- 
ated in vain; it is not tiie fault of 
nature that they are nauseous and 
unacceptable. If it were not 
for the critic, very likely we 
should grow to believe ourselves giants 
and genii, when we really are only 
pigmies and ini it at ora When we 

have become inflated by our self-con- 
ceit till we fancy that we fill space, 
his services are of the highest value; 
and although we may resent his inter- 
ference, and would sooner die than 
acknowledge his services, the fact that 
he lives and flourishes and pursues 
his business, in spite of his unpopulari- 
ty, at tests his usefulness. At the same 
time, “his life is not a happy one.” 
He says his say. reminds us that we 
are not grammatical, that we are not 
original that we have not ornamented 
or furnished our house according to the 
canon of good taste, that we do not 
order our wardrobes aesthetically, or 
cultivate our minds symmetrically; 
he tenches us that there are higher 
ideals than onr own; and yet we laugh 
in his face, and believe that he has no 
capacity for appreciation. — Harper's 
Bazar: 



Tho Awful Death at a Chinese Crll 
Described by an Eye-Witness. 

China has always been fain -<1 for its 
tortures, of whicH the pulling out of 
nails, beating on the face with a stiff 
piece of leather UU the features are in- 
distinguishable, auspeading by the 
thumbs and toes, or starting to death 
in a cage, ate among the mildest. 
Many, of course, ate quite unfit for 
public description, and “Ling-Chi” is 
possibly not the least abominable and 
revolting. It is moreover, only in- 
flicted in very heinous cases, such as 
the murder of a blood relation. The 
condemned man in . this instance 
poisoned his sister. 

The execution was -fixed to take 
place at ten o'clock, and by 9:80 we 
had arrived at the scene of action — a 
a sort of narrow lane, about eighty 
yards long, formed by two rows of 
pottery sheds, and terminating at one 
end by a pair of massive wooden 
doors, at the other by a high white- 
washed wall— a cul-de-sac. A huge 
wooden cro*s was erected close under j 
this wall. 

Having taken up our station on one 
of the roofs, at a distance of about ! 
fifty feet from the cross, we had not 
long to wait before tbe Mandarin — the 
official deputed to superintend the car- 
rying out the sentence — arrived. Ho 
was preceded by about a dozen soldiers 
armed with rattan canes, which they 
laid about them pretty freely to clear 
the way for the coming procession of 
sedan chairs. A 1 interval of about 
ten minutes and an increasing hubbub 
and movement of the crowd at the 
gateway heralded the approach of the 
condemned man, who was presently 
brought in in a large basket, carried 
by two coolies, his arms and legs be- 
ing firmly bound. A strip of wood, 
covered with Chinese characters indi- 
cating the punishment about to be in- 
flicted, was stuck into his clothing at 
the back of his neck. He was young, 
apparently about thirty years of age. 
It is said that tiie fr ends of prisoners 
sometimes bribe the jailers to drug 
them bef >rc these terrible executions. 
If so, this had obviously not been done 
in the present instance, for the con- 
demned man seemed in 
feet possession of bis senses, 
had a wild, distant look on 
face, which he carriod to the last.

The chief objection to these posi- 
tions is that they create a tendency to 
cramp and coll in the arms, and 
sometimes seem to cause headaches 
during sleep, aud dreams. These 
small matters often make or mar com- 
fort in sleeping. — Boston Budget

| rived at the foot of the cross, the bas- 
ket was sot down and its inmate assist- 
ed out He was then (with the excep- 
tion of a waist-cloth) stripped naked 
and plaoed against the cross. 

The process of pinioning look an in- 
terminable time, and the poor wretch 
was very roughly handled I could 
see the perspiration pouring down his 
face as the fierce sun beat upon his 
unprotected head aud shoulders. He 
was bound to tho cross with thin bam- 
boo strip* round his ankles, and above 
the knees, and round the waist; his 
wrists were secured 10 the arms of the 
cross, and his head kept fast by two or 
three turns of the bamboo strip across 
the eyes and in the mouth, the last act- 
ing as a very efficient gag. 

The executioner now made his ap- 
pearance, carrying, wrapped in apiece 
of ragged cloth, a bundle of swords 
and knives, which, with the utmost 
coolness and precision, belaid upon the 
ground under (he very nose of his vic- 
tim. He then seized a knife, a terrible 
broad-bladed weapon, about ten inches 
long, and bared his arm to the elbow. 
All was now ready. An inquiring 
look toward the Mandarin (who sat in 
his sedan immediately under us), an 
affirmative nod from that official and 
the work of bu'chery commenced. 

Two drop cuts over each eye and 
temple deliberately executed began the 
o|>erati«n — gashes which turned great 
pieces of flesh over and left the bone 
exposed — then a cut down each cheek 
and a deeper one over each shoulder 
and under each armpit, severing the 
tendons and arleries. and deluging the 
place with blood. C rcular cuts to the 
bone in each upper arm and forearm 
followed, and then, steppi g back to 
get more scope, the human devil who 
acted as executioner hacked off the 
right hand with one blow. A large 
pice of flesh was then cut (or rather 
dug) out of each thigh and from over 
each knee, and I he flesh torn off both 
knee caps. The calves of both legs

The executioner then desisted for a 
few moments, and, wiping his hands 
with a cloth, contemplated his handi- 
work with evident satisfaction, very 
much as a skillful surgeon would do 
after a successful op era! ion.

Valuable and Timely Articles 
dense,! Into One. 

L The change in the fall trora grass 
to hay and grain should be most grad- 
ual; if sudden growth of both body 
and fleece is liable to suffer a check; 
when the growth of tho latter starts 
again there is a weak spot in the fiber 
which imp: irs its quality. Only a few 
kernels of grain should be given at 
first, and more gradually up to about 
a gill a day at the end of two wcoks. 
Sheep are dainty and will neither cat 
dirty food nor drink foul water. Give 
| them clean bright straw rather than 
musty hay and straw that they scatter 
under foot if raked up every day will 
be eaten by other animals, and thus 
saved from waste. 

2 . A mixture of two-thirds oats and 
onc-lliird corn has given me much let- 
ter results, especially with breeding 
ewes, than coin a'one; on corn only, 
with their hay, they became feverish 
and very much disorded with respect 
to yield of miik. and condition of ud- 
ders. and many lambs were lost. If 
hay is fed a gill of grain per day will 
be enough, but with straw twice as 
much should be given. 

8. Sheep na< urally drink a little and 
« ften, and an abundant supply of good 
clean water should bo always accessi- 
ble to them in thair fold— one of the 
good uses to which a wind-mill may bo 
put. It may be better even to give 
them no water and lot them eat snow 
than to let them get very thirsty and 
drink large quantities of cold wnter at 
once; scours may result from such 
chilling of the stomach. 

4 . It does not pay to expos 3 sheep to 
cold winds and storms, nor to force 
them to lie on tiie snow so that their 
wool becomes wetted, nor, on the other 
hand, to confine th im so that they can 
not get exercise. Without excrciso 
they are liable to become feverish and 
constipated, and to fall off in appetito 
—or if with young, to have stretchers, 
and to produce feeble lambs. With an 
abundant supply of roots they do bet- 
ter in confinement. My sheep winter 
in a large shed, with windows all 
around it to let in 1 ho sunlight, with

water supply and feeding racks; every 
pleasant day they are turned into tho 
barnyard for exercise. 

5 . Shiep should 1)5 sheared before 
they arc turned out to grass, keeping 
them housed even for a month if nec- 
essary for adequate protection from 
cold, and I timing them out for as much 
of the day ns the sun is warm, and giv- 
ing them s >nic dry food, and the lambs I 
a little grain. Thus the ticks will bo 
got rid of earlier, much accumulation 
of filth tin the wool will be avoided, 
and the sheep will be in a better condi- 
tion by re s in of the gradual change 
from dry feed to grass. 

6. The old rule to feed lambs ••little 
and often” will rot do for them, 
though well enough for p'gs. Few 
people realiz > how m ich milk the ewe 
furnishes, and how much a lamb ought 
therefore to hive, which may be as 
much as three pints in twenty-four 
hours. When it can not get its mother's 
milk, on nec omit of some trouble with 
her udder, and for w ant of sufficient 
nourishment has become <00 weak to 
swallow, it is given up as a case of 
colic doomed to be fatal. The lamb 
should have its first food from a sheep 
if possible — if not from its own moth- 
er, then for a few days from another 
ewe, which can be dune by keepiug 
this ewe’s lamb away from her for an 
hour or two at a time. If this is not 
possible, then give not less than a gill 
at a feed, if the lamb will take as 
much, of milk from a new-milch cow, 
heated to blow heat, and feed with a 
nursing bottl". By keeping close 
watch of the young lambs, and of the 
condition of the udders of their moth- 
ers in ease cf apparent trouble, and 
even cuddling the little fellows in ex- 
treme eases so far ns to take them to a 
warm fire if chilled, giving them a few 
drops of spirits and then even warm

Those' 
who ••hold ibe baby" too long 
cheat him of just so much of 
bis little experience. Let him scramble 
and wallow, regardless of mopping up 
the dust or getting grimy; or, if yon 
can not bear to see him dirty, make 
him a •Yreeper” of dark stuff to be 
slipped off and on at pleasure.

POSITION AND SLEEP. 

Dow to Secure tho Greatest Amount of 
Kost for tho Hjritem. 

According to Dr. Granville the posi- 
tion effects sleep. A constrained posi- 
tion generally prevents repose, while a 
comfortable one woos sleep. Ho says: 
Lying flat on the back, with the limbs 
relaxed, would seem to secure the 
greatest amount of rest for the mus- 
cular system. This is the position as- 
sumed in the most exhausting diseases, 
and it is generally hailed as a token of 
revival when a patient voluntarily 
turns on his side; but there are sever- 
al disadvantages in the snpine posture 
Which impair or embarrass sleep. 
Thus, in weakly states of the heart and 
blood vessels and certain morbid con- 
ditions of tbe brain, the blood seems 
to gravitate to tbe back of the head 
and to produce troublesome dreams. 

In persons who habitually, in their 
gait or work, stoop, there is probably 
some distress consequent on straight- 
ening the spine. Those who have con- 
tracted chests, especially persons whe 
have had pleurisy aud retain a Ibcsions 
of the lungs, do not sleep well on the 
back. Nearly all who are inclined to 
anore do so In that position, because 
the soft palate and uvala hang on the 
tongue, and that organ falls back so 
as to partly close the top of tbe wind- 
pipe. It is better, therefore, to lie on 
| the side, and in the absence of special 
diseases rendering it desirable to lie

Incomparable Mountain. 

Albnquerqoe has not the charming 
situation of Santa Fe. nor its incom- 
parable summer climate, its. altitude 
being something like two thousand 
feet less.

Strength of Heated Metals. 

Some interesting experiments on the 
effects of heating on the strength and 
ductility of metals used for machines 
and structures were recently made at 
the R >yal dockyard, Portsmouth. 
E lgland. All bronzes showed a reg- 
ular, but not serious, decrease of 
strength and ductility up to a certain 
point — which is between three and 
four hundred degrees for ordinary gun 
metals — beyond which the strength 
suddenly drops to about one-half, and 
the ductility vanishes- Phospbor- 
brouz j preserves two-thirds of its 
streugth and one third of its ductility 
up to fivo hundred degrees Fahrenheit; 
and Muntz metal and pure copper are 
also fairly satisfactory in these re- 
spects. Wrought iron gains in 
strength up to fivo huudrod degrees; 
but loses in ductility up to three hun- 
dred degrees after which it gains. 
Open-hearth steel is not affected in 
strength by a temperature of five hun- 
dred degrees, but its ductility is re- 
ducod onc-half. — Arka-:snu> Traveler.
